ACCOMMODATION. 


With the withdrawal of restric~ 
dons on foreign travel which 
were found. necessarp during 
tha war, thare is a vast number 
of American tourists now com 
ing tothe Far East. This influx 
bas found the Hotels af the-Far 
East unprepared, and as ‘a result 
better-class hotels are reaping 
leasser profita than would have 
come to them had they more 
accommodation. : 

Hongkong, as the terminus of 


America, has soffered in 

cular from the want of adequate 
hotel accommodation. The con- 
gestion bas been particularly 
noticeable daring the Inst faw 
morths. Visitors, for,want of 
accommodation ashore, have had 
on many occasions to stay 
aboard steamers or proceed 
to some near-by © port. such 
as Canton or Macao. Those 
whose foresight has indoced 
tham to place thamselves under 
tha care of Express Companies 
are more fortunate in the matter. 

Parties who travel under the 
auspices of Express Companies 
constitute a considerable propor- 
tion of the tourists coming to the 
Colony. The American Express 
Company is doing’s large business 
in thim direction as also are
